Before 
taking any action, naval authorities 
here said they would wait for an 
official report of the attack.

The distinctive feature of the revised agree- 
ment is that Canada’s preference on British goods 
is extended by lowering the tariff against them, 
not by raising the tariff on similar goods from 
other countries, which was the basis of the agree- 
ment made in 1932. 

The new and wider preference, that is to say, 
is to work to the advantage of the Canadian con- 
sumer, not to penalize him for concessions gained 
for our export industries. 

The essence and purpose of the new agree- 
ment is a bid for larger trade both ways. Con- 
sidering the relatively small amount of goods we 
import from Britain, as against the amount of 
products we sell there, the easing down of duties 
on British goods coming to this country is as im- 
portant as the concessions secured for the export 
of Canadian goods to Britain. One-way trade 
cannot endure, whatever trade agreements may 
say. If we are to continue to sell largely and 
still more largely in Britain we must buy more 
largely there 

Aside from the specific changes downward in 
the interest of freer trade, the agreement has the 
merit of fixing the terms under which trade is 
to be carried on for three years—and for as long 
after that as meither country gives six months’ 
notice of an intention to terminate it. Knowing 
definitely what these terms are to be, exporters 
and importers alike can plan in advance, as they 
could not do were the tariff-taxes liable to change 
at any time; while Canadian farmers, lumbermen 
and fishermen know three years ahead the condi- 
tions on which they can count as applying to the 
export of their products to Britain,

Civilization is making strides in the Orient 
When the British ran out of ammunition and 
were at the mercy of their enemy in one of the 
battles of the Maori War of 1843-47, a Maori chief 
came over to see what was the cause ofthe British 
cessation of fire. When it was explained to him 
that all the ammunition had been exhausted, he 
offered to send over half of his, so that the fight 
could be resumed on gentlemanly terms. 

Last Saturday—there being no declared war 
against the Chinese people—as part of Japan's 
plan to restore Jaw and order in China and pre- 
vent a recurrence of the Peiping affair (where 
two Japanese soldiers were killed after murder- 
ing a Chinese sentry who blocked their way into 
a Chinese airdrome), Japan sent four squadrons 
of giant bombers to rain down death upon the 
teeming Chinese quarter of Shanghai. Shanghai 
is over a thousand miles away from Peiping, and 
is another province. The people who were massa- 
cred in this ruthless fashion had nothing to do 
with the refusal of the Peiping authorities to 
allow Japanese to inspect Chinese military air- 
dromes 

The bombing of the Chinese quarter of Shang- 
hai, like the bombardment of Almeria and the 
aerial massacre at Guernica, is in keeping with 
the new “totalitarian warfare” instituted by the 
Fascist states. War no longer is to be confined to 
soldiers and to military objects. Wholesale kill- 
ing of helpless civilian populations and the 
destruction of their homes is one of the first aims 
of totalitarian warfare. 

The same thing might happen to Vancouver, 
Edmonton or any other Canadian city within 
bombing reach, should Britain become involved 
in war with a totalitarian power. We'd get back 
then some of the Canadian nickel, copper and 
scrap iron we've been shipping to Japan.

British statesmen and publicists make no 
secret that they are more concerned about the 
possibility of a world war resulting from Japan's 

— upon China than frorn the undeclared war 
of the Fascist powers upon Spain. 

Japan has more than doubled its population in 
the past fifty years. It is ablaze with ambition to 
be the dictator of the eastern world. Japan has 
waged bitter economic war against trade rivals, 
and has not concealed her intention to be mis- 
tress of the Pacifi The Dutch East Indies lie 
on her southward path. The Philippines are to 
have their full independence in eight vears’ time 
Japan has refused to return to the League of 
Nations the Caroline and Marshall groups that 
lie between Japan and the Philippines. Instead 
she is fortifying them and preparing submarine 
bases in them. 

Bruce Lockhart in his “Return to Malaya” tells 
of the genera] fear throughout both the British 
and the Dutch East Indies that Japan is prepar- 
ing to extend her empire southwards. At Macas- 
sar he was told that members of a Japanese mis- 
sion to investigate the Dutch system of education, 
scored out the word “Dutch” written over the 
island of Celebes on a map of the East Indies in 
a school they visited, and wrote in its place 
“Japanese.” Celebes, of which Macassar is the 
capital, lies directly south of the Philippines. 

In Batavia he heard another story, which’ he 
confirmed through English friends and Dutch 
officials. Shortly before the war of 1914-1918 a 
Japanese applied to the Dutch Government in 
Batavia for a rubber and fishing concession on 
two small islands near Singapore. A year after 
the grant was made, a Dutch official travelling 
among the islands, visited the place. He found no 
rubber and saw no signs of fishing. Instead, he 
found the Japanese busily engaged taking sound- 
ings and charting the adjacent waters. 

Two years later the Dutch Consul-General 
in Singapore gave a dinner in honor of the offi- 
cers of a visiting Japanese warship. The Dutch 
official who had visited the “phony” rubber and 
fishing concession was a guest. Among the 
Japanese naval officers he recognized the rubber 
and fishing concessionaire. 

It didn’t need the machine-gunning of the 
British ambassador to China to waken Britain to 
the realities of the situation in the Far East. The 
fortifying of Singapore and the enlargement of 
the British Navy so as to permit an entire fleet 
to be based on Singapore, is evidence that Britain 
realizes the need to prepare to defend her pos- 
sessions in the Pacific

THE COST OF EMPIRE 


In May this year Mussolini told the Italians 
that their new empire was “full of possibilities” 
but warned them that “to develop it we shall re- 
quire an enormous organization which has not yet 
existed and does not yet exist.” He might have 
added that it would also réquire enormous 
amounts of capital which do not yet exist. The 
Italian chamber has already voted an extraordin- 
ary expenditure of £130,000,000, spread over a 
period of six years, to be spent on public works in 
Italian East Africa. It is doubtful whether this 
will prove sufficient, but it is also doubtful whe- 
ther Italy can afford it. Certainly the next six 
years will not provide any recompense from a 
country which, over vast areas, is still only ruled 
from the air. Except, perhaps, for the psycholog- 
ical satisfaction, military conquests afford no re- 
lief to a dissatisfied state —Manchester Guardian. 


NOT A SETTLEMENT 


The terms on which work is to be resumed 
in three textile mills in Quebec, under the man- 
agement of G. Blair Gordon, are not a settlement 
of the dispute between employees and employ- 
ers, They are merely an arrangement whereby 
production will be resumed during a period in 
which employees “explore the possibilities of 
drafting a collective labor agreement.” And if 
that exploration is not successful then the fair 
wage board ruling will be put in the form of a 
collective labor agreement. Meanwhile work will 
not be resumed for about ten days because, says 
Mr. Gordon, it will require that time to get the 
machinery into condition for operation, surely 
a remarkable commentary on the efficiency of 
the textile mills. 

This, says Mr. Gordon defiantly, means that 
the open shop has been maintained—Saskatoon 
Star-Phoeniz. 


PRAIRIE WHEAT 

Apart from the outbreak of large-scale war- 
fare in the Far East, the main development in the 
business picture, has been the recurrence of a 
short wheat crop in the West.

Provinces is not likely to be appreciably larger 
than a year ago. Moreover, owing to the complete 
failure of the crop throughout the greater part of 
Saskatchewan and in adjoining areas of Alberta, 
the distribution of income will be much more un- 
even than last year and the need for government 
relief will be substantially greater 

The amount of wheat available for export 
during the next twelve months will be compara- 
tively small. After making allowance for domestic 
requirements, seed and carryover, Canada will 
have no more and probably less than 100 million 
bushels to sell abroad as compared with 198 
million bushels in the crop year just closed and 
254 million bushels in the preceding season. Thus, 
the contribution of wheat to Canada’s export 
balance will be much smaller than usual.—Bank 
of Nova Scotia.
